Absentee ballots can be expected to reach a 
hec 
record high to surpass the 1964 total of 9,000. For one thing, there 
are far more armed services voters from DuPage County than 


there were four years ago. Applications from service men are 
coming in at a high rate. 
CIVILIAN ABSENTEES cannot make application until after 
Oct. 7. A registered voter in a precinct may apply for a ballot if 
he expects to be out of county on election day. Many absentee 
ballot applications are expected, some from abroad. 
What is in the making is becoming clear to DuPage Republi­ 
cans who watch the political weathervane. The county is headed 
for a record registration and a record vote in 1968. 
A registration of 189,000 in 1966 is slated to go beyond the 
200,000 mark this year. This formidable vote potential, if it can be 
brought to the polls and directed, is capable of making or break­ 
ing any candidate seeking state office or election to the House or 
Senate of the United States. 
This sizable vote, second only to Cook County, and the con­ 
cern citizens are showing to register to vote, cannot be taken 
lightly by any candidate, Republican or Democrat. The fact is. 
Republicans whose business it is to keep an eye on things are 
showing some uneasiness already. 


Wallace emblems are showing up in DuPage County and 
staunch Republicans who have kept the faith for decades indicate 
they are of a mind to plunk for Wallace over Nixon. With other 
candidates on the GOP ticket receiving an enthusiasm less than 
ardent from upper echelon Republicans, things could get pretty 
mixed up. 
AS IF ALL this is not enough to confound the GOP leaders, 
the DuPage County Democrats, the perennial underdog, are be­ 
ginning to flaunt their presence. 
From ail appearances with two mandamus suits brought by 
Atty. Wm. A. Redmond, Bensenville, against the county board 
and the clerk of the board, the Democrats are out to challenge 
the county Republicans “on law and order’’ and on “spending.” 
They claim they have the cards and they’re going to play 
them and what better time than the 1968 election campaign when 
there is general public concern about both. 
The Democrats are even more gleeful. Atty. Redmond and 
Atty. Hubert Loftus in Addison Township and Joe Tumpach in 
Lisle Township rejoice that the county press is trying to get 
information to the voters that they have not been able to accom­ 
plish during the last 20 years. 
While they do not go so far as to maintain that the county 
press is Democratic, Redmond frankly says, “The public service 
performed by county newspapers today in furnishing vital infor­ 
mation from the county seat was unheard of 20 years ago.” 
HE EVEN GOES farther and agrees with Jefferson that a 
responsible press is the basis of good government. Voters in Du­ 
Page County are showing an independence unheard of a couple of 
decades ago. They want information. 
Be this as it may, holding elections in a Presidential year is 
big business in DuPage County. Ray MacDonald tells us that the 
1964 budget amounted to $304,800 and $269,500 was spent. The 
election budget in 1968 is listed at $521,370. This includes the costs 
of registration, primary election and general election Nov. 5. 
Take the cost of the judges alone. There are 342 voting dis­ 
tricts and five judges, required by law, to handle the election in 


each. They receive $25 a day plus an extra $5 for attending the 
county clerk’s school and getting a passing grade. This training 
prepares them to handle their job on election day. 
The judges get what might be termed a bonus at the rate of 
$3 for every IOO votes over 200 cast in the district. This averages 
out at about $40, so the cost of judges to man the voting places 
amounts to $68,400. 
BUT IT’S A LONG day. The polls open at 6 a.m. and close at 
6 p.m. Then the real work begins in properly tallying the votes 
and following the procedures as required by law. Split ballots, 
and they are becoming more numerous, mean extra labor. 
The 1,710 election judges in DuPage County get their jobs in a 
manner set by law. The chairman of the Republican and Demo­ 
cratic parties send lists of nominees to the county board for 
approval. On approval, the board certifies these lists to a Circuit 
Court judge whose okay makes them valid for assignment by the 
county clerk. 
The number of Republicans and Democrats in each voting 
district is determined by the number of votes cast in the district 
at the last election for governor. The party receiving the majority 
vote for governor gets three judges and the minority vote gets 
two. But the ratio always must be five to three. 
THE DEMOCRATS say: Always look a gift horse in the 
mouth. They learned this from the ancient Greeks. 
So they tell of the election in York Township when the GOP 
came to them bearing gifts. The Demos were strong in several 
districts and the Republicans needed their votes in the worst way. 
So the GOP threw a grand party for these Demos, plenty of 
refreshments (which the Demos never turn down) and even an 
orchestra. 
The Democrats had the time of their life and it cost the GOP 
plenty. Was it worth it? No! Not a single Democrat changed his 
vote. 
There’s nothing so characteristic of human ingratitude, Republi­ 
cans say, as Democratic indulgence. Especially in DuPage Coun­ 
ty!

THOMAS Maloney, a Chicago 
attorney acting as Aguilar’s de­ 
fense counsel, told Fitzgerald 
he had been unaware of De­ 
Leon’s critical condition. 
DeLeon still was reported in 
c r i t i c a l condition Thursday 
morning. 
Earlier, Maloney had asked 
Fitzgerald to dismiss the case 
and, 
that failing, 
to reduce 
bond. 
Aguilar was arrested Sept. 15 
after 
an 
apparent 
shooting 
spree in which three men were 
injured in the front parking lot 
of the League of United Latin 
American 
Citizens 
(LULAC) 
clubhouse-tavern, 307 E. Irving 
Park, Bensenville. 
HE HAD FLED from the 
scene, but turned himself in to 
the Bensenville police depart­ 
ment later the same evening. 
Fitzgerald noted later, in ren­ 
dering his decision, that it was 
not necessarily commendable of 
Aguilar to have given himself 
up. 
“He probably knew there was 
a massive manhunt for him,” 
Fitzgerald said. “What else was 
he supposed to do?” 
Also shot during the spree 
were Leobardo DeLeon’s broth­ 
er, Leonel DeLeon, 37, also of 
the Green Valley Street ad­ 
dress, and Tomas Ochoa, 32, of 
602 N. Hick 
Road, Palatine, 
Aguilar’s step-brother. 
ALL PARTIES in the shooting 
except Leobardo DeLeon were 
in the courtroom Wednesday 
with their families. 
Leonel DeLeon was the first 
to testify, relating the chain of 
events leading up to the shoot­ 
ing, which occurred about 8:30 
p.m. 
Cross-questioning by Maloney 
brought out that he had been at 
the LULAC club earlier that 
evening, and had engaged in an 
apparent fist fight with Ochoa 
in back of the clubhouse. 
Further defense testimony in­ 


fight which later was to involve 
relatives of DeLeon, Ochoa and 
Aguilar. 
DeLEON SAID he 
left the 
clubhouse, only to return later 
with a friend. 
He said when he returned, his 
brothers were inside the club­ 
house, except for Ramon De­ 
Leon, who was in 
the front 
parking lot engaged in a fight 
with Ochoa. 
He said that Aguilar appeared 
at the corner of the clubhouse 
suddenly and began shooting, 
twice at Leobardo DeLeon, and 
about three times at Leonel De­ 
Leon, though hitting him only 
once. One shot struck Ochoa. 
Though three Bensenville po­ 
lice officers were at the hearing 
— Bieneman and Officers Steve 
Heike and Rolf Hodel — only 
Hodel was called to the stand. 


HE TESTIFIED he was on 
duty at tht Dolice station when 
Aguilar camt ;n to give himself 
up. 
Aguilar told Hodel he 
was 
“the man they were looking for, 
who did the shooting,” 
and 
signed a written statement. 
Maloney insisted upon enter­ 
ing into the record that Aguilar 
also claimed he “did the shoot­ 
ing in defense of his step-broth­ 
er,” Ochoa. 
Fitzgerald noted, in his deci­ 
sion to bind Aguilar over to the 
grand jury, that the defendant 
had been armed with a .38-cal. 
Smith and

revolver, 
while 
the 
others 
apparently 
were unarmed.

“I certainly hope we at least

vention,” State Rep. William A. 
Redmond (D-Bensenville) said 
at Bensenville’s Mohawk School 
PTA meeting Wednesday. 
Speaking on school legislation, 
Redmond said revenue is the 
“largest single problem” for 
schools. About 24 per cent of 
school funds come from the 
state and the balance is collect­ 
ed exclusively from local real 
estate taxes, he said. 
“Taxes will go up,” Redmond 
predicted, when the majority of 
vacant land in the area is devel­ 
oped with homes. 
“THE LEVEL of assessment 
is about 55 per cent now in this 
area . . . and could very easily 
double” if the state is unable to 
find another source of revenue. 
Redmond said the revenue ar­ 
ticle of the present constitution, 
the big one,” was adopted 
“when 
we had 
an 
agrarian 
society and it had some rela­ 
tionship to government service 
so it was pretty good. But this 
is no longer the case.” 
Ever since the present con­ 
stitution was passed, modern­ 
ization of the revenue article 
has 
been 
on 
a 
patch-work, 
piecemeal basis, Redmond said. 
He 
likened 
the 
1870 
con­ 
stitution with his grandmother’s 
1884 watch, “beautiful, but it 


doesn’t work.” 
PART OF THE problem is 
getting additional revenue from 
industry, he said. Illinois gets 
$10 to $12 million in taxes, while 
California gets $200 million for 
schools. 
The “Blue Ballot” would only 
call a convention of two dele­ 
gates from each senatorial dis­ 
trict whose function would be to 
study the constitution and make 
recommendations. 
“No one can say now what 
will be in the constitution . . . 
ultimately, the people will de­ 
cide if they want the con­ 
stitution” he said. 
Redmond said he hopes the 
constitution would be submitted 
to the people in sections so they 
can judge on each part without 
rejecting the whole constitution, 
But the proposed constitution 
could be submitted in its entire­ 
ty. 
REDMOND 
also 
estimated 
that about 75 per cent of the II- 
1 i n o i s labor 
movement 
is 
against the convention. Both po­ 
litical parties and the press 
have approved it, he said. 
He also stressed that not vot­ 
ing on the “Blue Ballot” at all 
is the same as a “no” vote be­ 
cause passage depends on

^According to the pamphet, a 
counterfeiter knows a perfect 
counterfeit capable of fooling a 
expert, 
is

sible. He trys to rely on his 
camera to produce work which 
will deceive an inattentive per­ 
son. 
Specially made paper is an- 
o t h e r 
important 
protection 
against counterfeiters. Its quali­ 
ty is far higher than paper gen­ 
erally available to the public. 
Money paper has a particular 
feel, strength, appearance and 
printability. 
Some suggestions for spotting 
counterfeit money are as fol­ 
lows: 
—The 
portrait 
stands 
out 
sharply from the background in 
a genuine note. The background 
is a fine screen of regular, un­ 
broken lines. 
The counterfeit bill’s portrait 
may merge 
with 
the 
back- 


' ground 
and 
have 
broken or 
smudgy lines. The face may 
seem unnaturally white. 
—Sawtooth points around the 
genuine seal are even and sharp 
and the counterfeit seal has bro­ 
ken or blunt points. 


—The genuine serial numbers 
are firm and even with all num­ 
bers sized the same. Counterfeit 
numbers may be poorly spaced 
and too light or dark. 
—Scroll work on the genuine 
bill has fine crisscrossing lines 
which are sharp and unbroken. 
Counterfeit 
bills 
often 
have 
blurred or broken lines. 
The paper used for genuine 
notes has small red and blue I 
threads in it, but may not be I 
visible on old bills. Counterfeit 
paper feels different and may I 
be whiter with red blue lines I 
drawn into it. 
Citizens are urged by the fed- i 
eral reserve system and local 
police to contact them if they 
suspect they have received a 
counterfeit bill. The

be as much as $5,000 or 15 
years in prison or both.

“IT’S MUCH easier for the 
crime syndicate to ‘pick off’ a 
state’s attorney where you have 
prosecutors who are badly un­ 
derpaid than on the circut lev­ 
el, where you could get top tal­ 
ent.” 
Scott’s plan calls for the cir­ 
cuit 
prosecutor, 
rather 
than 
county prosecutor, handle crim­ 
inal cases 
and that county 
boards hire private attorneys to 
handle civil suits. “It may be 
the only effective way to handle 
criminal prosecution.” 
The attorney general and his 
staff, he says, must work with 
the circuit prosecutors or coun­ 
ty state’s attorneys on cases in 
which he might not have ade­ 
quate legal background. “No 
one lawyer can be an expert in 
every field.” .. 


. 
ANOTHER Scott proposal, not 
his alone, is to establish the 
aforementioned “state FBI” He 
believes it should be adminis­ 
tered by the attorney general’s 
office, “just as the FBI is under 
the legal guidance of the U.S. 
Attorney General.” 
Scott, besides his background 
as a federal prosecutor, was an 
assistant U.S. attorney for the 
Northern District of Illinois be­ 
fore becoming treasurer in 1962. 
“When we had cases in the 
U.S. attorney’s office, we would 
work directly with the FBI or 
Secret Service agent on the 
case — making sure that the 
evidence was the kind that 
would stand up in court. 
“And aU the federal prose­ 
cutors have very high records 
of convictions. You’ll find that if 
somebody’s indicted under the 
federal law, he’s usuaUy con­ 
victed.” 
THIS, AGAIN, wHl require 
the co-operation of city and 
county legal officials. 
“Crime,” says Sott matter- 
of-faetly, “is probably the big­ 
gest business in IUinois today. 


“Organized crime is unique in 
that you don’t have a 
com­ 
plaining witness; most of our 
state laws and our investigative 
setup is geared to deal with the 
individual crime. In organized 
crime, the crime is against 
society. 
“The second problem is that 
the crime syndicate is much 
better organized than law en­ 
forcement is. 
“THE PROBLEM the federal 
government has in dealing with 
it is that most of it is violations 
of state laws: gambling isn’t a 
federal crime. 
“Supreme Court rulings make 
it even more difficult to bring 
the crime syndicate operations 
into the realm of the federal 
laws; we used tax violations in 
Calumet City to close it down 
even though the main things 
they were doing were violations 
of state laws.” 
Scott urges estabHshment by 
the state university system of a 
four-year state police academy. 
“We need to strengthen our 
local law enforcement . . . and 
we can do it under the univer­ 
sities, where we already have 
one of the finest law schools in 
the nation and one of the most 
up-to-date computer centers. We 
could use these two facilities to 
estabHsh such an academy.” 
SUCH A CENTER would train 
not only rookie patrolmen, as 
Scott envisions it, but also bring 


veteran officers up-to-date on 
criminal investigation, riot con­ 
trol methods, etc. 
On the mystic law-and-order 
issue, Scott prefers the terms 
“justice and order.” 
“The two are inseparable,” 
he believes. “UntU you have 
equal justice for every citizen, 
it’s going to be very hard to seU 
the importance of law and or­ 
der. 
“I think it’s vital that the 
word ‘justice’ comes first.” 
Scott favors strong gun-con- 
t r o I 
legislation, 
but 
thinks 
there’s “been a poor job done of 
educating people about the need 
for it. 
“WE’RE NOT saying, 
‘no, 
you can’t own guns.’ WTe’re not 
i saying 
sportsmen 
can’t 
own 
guns. We’re just trying to make 
it easier for law enforcement of­ 
ficials to locate a weapon used 
in a crime. 
“Yes, I think we should regis­ 
ter both guns and owners, if 
necessary.” 
What of the legal aspects of 
recently enacted open-housing 
{laws in the Northwest suburbs 
and other areas? Again, Scott is 
in favor: 
“The state government should 
revoke the license of any real 
e s t a t e d e a l e r that dis­ 
criminates.” 
HOW DOES Scott size up the 
election? Well, he kind of thinks 
he might do okay downstate, 


, even though he’s a Cook County 
candidate. He made a lot of 
contacts with downstate banks 
as state treasurer. 
“The greatest strength I’ve 
had has been downstate. I don’t 
have as much campaigning to 
do in Iroquois County as I have 
in the river wards of Chicago.” 
“Ive had Chicago precincts in 
the last primary where I re­ 
ceived no votes at all.” 
Scott sees the attorney gener­ 
al’s job as primarUy that of an 
[administrator. The simple for­ 
mula he presents to the voters 
is that he did a better job in an 
administrative position than his 


I opponent. 
IT’S SIMPLY a question, he 
; believes, of “whether you can 
: operate 
an 
office 
more 
ef­ 
ficiently and spend less money. 
“We cut the budget 30 per 
(cent and we cut the payroll 50 
per cent in the treasurer’s of­ 
fice.” 
On the other hand, he grills 
his opponent’s record as super- 
intednent of pubHc wcrks and 
| buildings. “It costs more to 
build a highway in Illinois than 
any state in the nation.” 
Scott believes in streamlining, 
cutting out the gutfat. But the 
attorney general’s office, 
he 
thinks, could stand expansion. 
“I intend to expand not only 
the criminal division, but the 
anti-trust, consumer fraud and 
civil rights divisions, too.”

“TOO MANY people,” he in­ 
terjects, "Run for office on the 
argument that they can run the 
least expensive office, with the 
least number of people. 
“I ve never run for office that 
way and I don’t intend to. Why? 
Because I would hate to be 
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Cam, 
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h a m s t r u n g by a campaign 
promise that I was not going to 
| increase payrolls and budgets, 
and then find that I couldn’t do 
the job adequately with the 
i staff there.” 
Lorenz believes programs he 
plans to implement wiU require 
further staffing. 
He uses his own experience as 
head of the highway department 
by way of example: 


“AT THE present time the at­ 
torney general’s office does not 
carry on its budget all of the 
legal talent necessary to ac­ 
quire right-of-way for the high- 
w a y 
department. 
Obviously, 
when you’re spending $35 mil- 
Hon a year for rirhgt-of-way, 
you’re spending a considerable 
amount of money for fees for 
special assistants.” 


What Lorenz will do, he says, 
is “districtize” the office, “to 
put the staff where the action 
is. 
“And not just Chicago and 
Springfield. I would set it up 
along the lines of the appeUate 
court districts or the highway 
districts.(There are IO highway 
districts in the state and five 
appeUate districts.) And in each 
of these I would set up a dis­ 
trict office and staff it.” 
The advantages to such a 
plan, Lorenz believes, are two 
fold: 
“FIRST, YOU can give better 
service. Second, you can initiate 
a better recruitment program; 
now you would be able to pay 
the kind of salaries that are 
realistic.” 
On this point Lorenz is in 
agreement with opponent Scott, 
who also advocates upgrading 
of salaries to lawyers in pubHc 
offices. He says the state’s law­ 
yers are underpaid. “No ques­ 
tion about it.” 
“But, again, because of the 
fact that everybody Ukes to run 
on the plank that he 
hasn’t 
increased his budget over last 
year” you don’t get higher sala­ 
ries, Lorenz says. 


Lorenz presents no concrete 
plan for recruitment and salary, 
but says he would “present a 
reaHstie picture” to the legisla­ 
ture if elected. 
LORENZ SAYS the attorney 
general “needs to be more in­ 
volved in everyday problems 
than he has been,” and in par­ 
ticular in the field of local law 
enforcement. 
To this end, Lorenz proposes 
periodic seminars sponsored by 
the office as a sort of continuing 
education program for local po­ 
lice and county state’s attor­ 
neys. 


This, 
again, 
might 
mean 
added budgeting, Lorenz ad­ 
mits. “We’ve got to get crimino­ 
logists and quahfied people to 
conduct these seminars.” 
The importance of educating 
not just top pohce officials but 
“the cop on the beat” is central 
ii. 
Lorenz's police 
education 
proposal. 


“A POLICEMAN no longer is 
someone who just issues park­ 
ing tickets. He is a man that is 
going to deal with social prob­ 
lems, psychological problems. 
He’s got to be much 
better 
trained today than ever before. 


And this training has got to be 
kept current.” 
So what do we do? 
We send the cop to school, 
says Lorenz. Not to a univer­ 
sity, as his opponent has sug­ 
gested, but right in the commu­ 
nity. A sort of on-the-job train­ 
ing. 


“This should be handled by 
I police. We do send people to 
FBI school now, but the tragedy 
is, we don’t send enough. And 
ifs simply because we don’t 
have the facihties. 


“And unfortunately, we don’t 
send them at aU levels. What 
good does it do for the police 
captain or Heutenant to be an 
expert on sociology or psy­ 
chology, when the patrolman is 
the guy that’s going to have to 
fight this battle and make the 
decisions? 


“THIS IS what happened at 
the convention. The poUce had 
to make these decisions and left 
themselves open to a lot of sec­ 
ond-guessing.” 
The attorney general himself 
is not a criminal prosecutor per 
se, but must have such back­ 
ground besides being a com­ 


petent legal administrator, Lo­ 
renz beUeves. 
“I’ve 
had 
30 
years’ 
ex­ 
perience in aU fields of law. My 
opponent takes a lot of credit 
for being a ‘crime-buster,’ in 
the district attorney’s office, but 
in reaUty he never tried a 
single case of any import.” 
How would he go about com­ 
bating organized crime? 
LORENZ WILL suggest that 
the state be given power to sub­ 
poena books and records of cor­ 
porations to 
determine 
own­ 
ership. He thinks this will be an 
effective tool in rooting out ille­ 
gal activity. 
“We have been granting cor­ 
porate charters much easier 
than we do a Hquor Hcense. And 
yet, the opportunity to do wrong 
behind the veil of a closed cor­ 
poration is much greater than 
with the liquor Hcense. 
“I’m 
suggesting 
the 
same 
thing with land trusts. This may 
be the only way the syndicate 
operations can be reduced to a 
minimum.” 
He also would expand the con­ 
sumer fraud division. “They’re 
so stacked up on that stuff that 
it’s obvious the staff is not 
enough, let alone the complaints 


t h a t 
I ’ m 
sure 
could 
be 
unearthed if effort were made.” 
IS STATE aid to local police 
part of the answer to getting his 
t r a i n i n g programs imple­ 
mented? Lorenz hopes not. He’d 
rather see local communities 
continue to foot this biU, but in 
a different way. 
“Everybody knows your local 


I real estate taxes, which pay 
thes'' services, are too high.” 
Maybe, he hopes, state aid to 
education can take the burden 
of that bill off the property 
taxes and thus more local mon­ 
ey could go to pay poUce and 
firemen. 
If the state paid poHce, he 
says, it would have to come 
from the general fund, which is 
“sorely pressed already.” 


LORENZ SUMS up the law 
enforcement issue this way: 
“If crime is as serious a prob­ 
lem as some say, then the 
people of Illinois ought to be 
prepared to spend their money 
to fight crime, and not wait for 
it to be handed out in Washing­ 
ton.”

Whats In Sign? More Than Just a Marker 


by GEOFFREY MEHL 
Second in a series 


When it comes to the lowly traffic sign, there’s a lot more to 
it than meets the eye. 
A route marker that merely lists a number on the surface can 
spell out the general direction of the road, its relationship to 
other highways and even its general location in the United States. 
But there’s a lot that goes into effective signing, beginning 
with standardization. 
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Although the ground rules for 
signs are basically laid down on 
a federal level, the states, in­ 
cluding Illinois, prepare man­ 
uals defining everything relat­ 
ing to traffic signs so that a 
driver from Roselle can be just 
at home, signwise, in Wheeling. 
THE GUIDE, 
encompassing 
more than 250 different signs 
and 220 pages of rules, is pub­ 
lished by the Division of High­ 
ways, 
Illinois Department of 
Public Works. It is made avail­ 
able to smaller governmental 
agencies engaged 
in 
signing 
roads, and can be obtained for 
$5. 
Historically, 
traffic 
signs 
themselves begin at state pris­ 
ons, like Stateville Penitentiary 
near Joliet. Most continue to be 
made there, although some un­ 
usual types are manufactured 
on a contract bid basis among 
private firms. 
Signs cost about $3 per square 
foot and range in price from $6 
to as much as $25,000 for the 
fancy overhead signs 
on 
ex­ 
pressways and tollways. The 
average price for sign, post, in­ 
stallation and maintenance is 
$25 to $30. Some common signs, 
like the familiar red and white 
octagonal one that says “stop” 
are ready-made. In other spe­ 
cialized cases, only the blanks 
are made and the local officials 
can letter them for their specif­ 
ic uses. 
ACCORDING to the manual, 
there are four different func­ 
tions of traffic signs in Illinois: 
—Regulatory, which “give the

Illinois officials have a ready 
explanation. The white-on-green

prohibitive, and the highway de­ 
partments are changing them 
whenever the older type is to 
be replaced, or where new con­ 
struction calls for new signs. 
It is reported by some that 
experimentation is also being 
done in terms of visibility of 
various colors, and that might 
well lead to further charges. 
The current contradictions, offi­ 
cials note, are solely the prod­ 
uct of transition from one type 
of signing to another. 
What confusion may result 
from a number of signs at one 
location, such as the provision 
for as many as 71 signs as cer­ 
tain types of intersections, is 
not meant to confuse, but rather 
to help the driver. 
In addition to the usual regu­ 
latory signs, there are a variety 
o f c o m b i n a t i o n s possible 
through the use of 
markers, 
nine different kinds of arrows, 
and IO different kinds of small 
rectangular signs (such as “Al­ 
ternate” or “West”).

The Way We See It 
Board Should 
Correct Mistake 


DuPage 
County 
B o a r d 
of 
Supervisors last week refused to 
schedule a referendum Nov. 5 on 
the creation of a county unit high­ 
way district. 


Petitions calling for the new 
unit, 
which would replace the 
t o w n s h i p road commissioners, 
were circulated by DuPage Demo­ 
crats, 
prominent 
among 
them 
State Rep. William A. Redmond, a 
regular critic of the all-Republican 
board. 


We thing the board made a 
serious mistake and should act im­ 
mediately to correct its error. 


The petitions were certified val­ 
id, and the board was informe dby 
the state’s attorney and its own le­ 
gal counsel that it had no alterna­ 
tive under law but to schedule the 
referendum. 


Their refusal to meet their legal 
obligation will rebound 
sharply 
against supervisors. 


The issue is not the personality 
of Redmond, who has hammered 
away at the need to streamline the 
board and who has even asked for 
a state Senate investigation of its 
spending practices. 


The issue is not even whether 
the unit highway district proposal 
has merit. 


The question is 
whether 
the 
board of supervisors, at a time 
when all citizens are being asked 
to observe law and order, is going 
to ignore a law which does not suit 
its convenience. 


F o u r supervisors, including 
Fred Koebbman of Addison Town­ 
ship, wisely chose to vote in favor 
of 
the 
referendum; 
20 
voted 
against. 


The board’s action is puzzling 
for several reasons. 
There has 
been no campaign for the unlit 
highway district, so presumably 
there is little inherent support for 
it arid little time between now and 
Nov. 5 to build support. Republi­ 
cans, if they oppose the unit dis­ 
trict, should have little difficulty 
getting the vote out behind their 
position. The board only succeeded 
in giving Redmond and the Demo­ 
crats an issue. 


Why then did they choose to 
deny voters a chance to pass on 
this proposal? Surely it was not 
fear of the idea. 


We must assume the action was 
intended as a slap at Redmond and 
the Democrats. If it was, then it 
was a poorly aimed slap, one 
likely to sting the cheek of the su­ 
pervisors themselves. 


Signs Are Still There 


When administrative control of 
Cook County’s government passed 
into Republican hands two years 
ago. suburban officials looked for­ 
ward to a substantial improvement 
in relations between county and lo­ 
cal governments, borne of the Re­ 
publicans’ greater orientation to­ 
ward the suburbs. 


In oqe area, at least, that hope 
has not been realized to date. 


Back in 1965, local 
officials, 
particularly in Arlington Heights, 
began to complain publicly about 
rampant violations in areas under 
jurisdiction of the county 
build 
ing ‘and zoning department. Par­ 
ticularly obnoxious were the thick 
growths of billboards just outside 
municipal boundaries. 


Besides diminishing the attrac­ 
tiveness of the northwest commu­ 
nity, such billboards provide fur­ 
ther distraction for motorists haz­ 


arding some of the more crowded 
and overtaxed suburban highways. 


In 1966 a building inspector was 
arrested for allegedly soliciting a 
bribe from a local sign company. 
Although police testified marked 
money had changed hands, the in­ 
spector mustered character wit­ 
nesses and got the case dismissed 
by a circuit court judge. Questions 
left hanging by the case were nev­ 
er answered because the Republi­ 
cans took over the office. 


The billboards, local officials 
brought out last week, are still 
there, by and large. And the rea­ 
sons used in 1965 — lack of man­ 
power and time — are still being 
offered by the county. 


These are inadequate; we hope 
sustained effort is launched now to 
bring down the signs and not left 
as a piece of unfinished business 
by the Republicans. 


‘Ulcers’ in Countryside 


Disposing of junk cars is 
a 
problem of growing national di­ 
mension. 


For a few citizens, the problem 
of getting rid of an inoperable ve­ 
hicle is easily solved: abandon it 
along a public highway. This is ir­ 
responsible and reprehensible, but 
as long as we have people of this 
character in society we shall have 
to assume the burden of cleaning 
up after them. 


One possibility, adding further 
to the demands on law enforce­ 
ment agencies, would be to track 
down owners of abandoned cars 


and get a judgment against them, 
covering cost of removing and dis­ 
posing of the junker. 


Another possibility, widely dis­ 
cussed, was mentioned last week 
by C. L. James, a member of the 
DuPage County Board of Super- 
isors: charge a fee at time of sale 
of a new car which would cover 
the cost of disposing of it when it 
wears out. This seems like strong 
medicine, but as James pointed 
out, “The problem is now and 
growing. There needs to be action 
in the near future to remove these 
ulcers in the countryside.”

Trying to make political hay from

The sudden upsurge of George Wal­ 
lace of Alabama and his American Inde­ 
pendent Party is throwing not a little 
dismay into the ranks of Democrats and 
Republicans who give the impression 
they would rather not be disturbed dur­ 
ing this 1968 election campaign. 
At first the party strategists of both 
older parties tried to make it appear 
that the other fellow 
was being hurt and 
since this was the case 
the American people 
had nothing to worry 
about. Now, with Wall­ 
ace drawing respect­ 
able crowds and doing 
some smart selling on 
TV screens, the tune is 
being changed to the 
HUFNAGEL 
effect that Wallace might not be wearing 
a white hat like the Democratic and Re­ 
publican contenders. 
On the showing to date the Alabama 
insurgent Democrat has to be considered 
a national contender in the race for 
President. More than that he is cam­ 
paigning vigorously and skillfully, 
so 
much so that he is arousing a ferver in 
his followers that neither of the other 
two candidates is capable of doing. 
THE CAMPAIGNS 
of 
Nixon 
and 
Humphrey are dull and prosaic, appar­ 
ently the efforts of two old and tired pol­ 
iticians reciting their lines which have 
been masterminded for them by profes­ 
sional politicians. This more than any­ 
thing else makes the Alabaman look bet­ 
ter than he really is. 
Wallace’s folksey manner and his 
knack of holding the attention of the in­ 
dividual listener in his audiences is his 
mark of distinction rather than the sig­ 
nificance of what he says, which is very 


little. 
Wallace, a talented campaigner, is 
moving in on every issue with an aston­ 
ishing frankness and simplicity. He is 
telling it in a way people would like to 
have it and in doing so is appealing to 
their egos and winning their admiration. 
Of course this is not calculated to 
solve any problems or even shed any 
light. But it attracts listeners where 
there is unrest and frustration and dis­ 
content. These listeners are people who 
vote. 
The meaning of all this is that Wal­ 
lace has captured the spirit of this era: 
that of getting back to elementary facts 
and principles which underlie all values. 
His style is his power. The fact that he 
represents the far right does not in­ 
validate his achievement. 
The point to be made here is that giv­ 
en his talents and style he could attract 
attention if he were to speak as an ex­ 
treme liberal. 
BOTH NIXON and Humphrey repre­ 
sent politics in the old style with empha­ 
sis on formalism and circumvention so 
that there is no way of determining what 
they are talking about exactly nor 
whether what they are saying is true. 
Unlike Wallace, they do not address the 
individual they talk to the crowd. The 
result is none become involved in what 
they are saying. 
Without the press to translate them 
they would make very little headway; 
whereas with Wallace the contrary is 
true. His success is seeing and being 
seen, of speaking and being heard. 
The question is then: How does the 
presidential election look from 
here? 
What chance has Wallace? The judg­ 
ment here is that he is surprising the 
nation by building a third party support 
everywhere beyond the expectations of

the shrewdest political experts. 
It should be remembered, too, that he 
began with a small local state organiza­ 
tion which has been expanded across the 
land. His political backers are not yet 
revealed but they must be persons of 
some financial standing and political ca­ 
pabilities. 
THE 
FACT remains 
that he 
is 
cutting deeply into Democratic strength 
in the urban areas and in the unions. He 
is attracting some of the staunchest Re­ 
publicans from the rural sections of the 
c o u n t r y . Wallace is realizing the 
strength in his campaign and he is tell­ 
ing his two opponents about it. 
They will be forced to change the 
style of thier campaigns and develop a 
communication with the individual voter. 
This, or risk losing the election. The vot­ 
ers want to hear the issues of these 
times in terms of the everyday world 
they have to live in. 
The greatest third party candidate in 
U.S. history was Bob LaFollett of Wis­ 
consin who at the age of 69 in 1924, Re­ 
publican and recognized liberal leader of 
the nation, with the support of the farm­ 
er and labor polled a sixth of the vote 
(five million) in that presidential elec­ 
tion. 
Calvin Coolidge, the winner, was 
seeking a second term on the Republican 
ticket, and John W. Davis was the 
Democratic standard bearer. 
It is unlikely that Wallace will do as 
well with a greater vote potential in 
1968. His strength may be peaking out 
now and if this proves true, the Wallace 
threat can be expected to recede as Nov. 
5 approaches. 
BUT IT IS worth noting that all three 
presidential contenders in 1968 are closer 
to politics of the 1950’s than they are to 
the political issues of the coming 1970’s. 
This, perhaps, explains why there has 
been no forthright approach by any of 
them to accept challenges of the day and 
boldly seek solutions. 


tragic death of two Wheeling High 
School girls in a collision with a school 
bus, Ogilvie blamed the accident on the 
Democratic administration. 


SUCH TRAGEDIES WILL be elimi 
nated, said Ogilvie, when the Republi­ 
cans take over and put professionals 
“rather than politicians” in charge of 
the state highway department. 


T h e statement is 
not only in 
wretchedly bad taste; it is an unfair as­ 
sessment of where the blame should lie. 
Only a month before, nearby Arlington 
Vista homeowners had directly petition­ 
ed Ogilvie to do something about the cor­ 
ner. 


It is not only the state highway de­ 
partment (Democratic) that has failed to 
react quickly enough to the many subur­ 
ban roadway hazards. Area residents 
have had equally limited success in pro­ 
voking quick action from the county 
highway department supervised by a 
county board that Ogilvie, a Republican, 
heads. 


And one of the reasons that neither 
highway 
department 
has 
responded 
quickly enough to the crying need for 
safer suburban highways is that both are 
perennially short of funds. Lacking the 
money to widen highways or add new 
traffic signals before the problem is 
acute, both departments have taken the 
approach of the suburban homeowner 
who knows the roof needs new shingling 
this year but waits until the next year 
when the roof has begun to leak. 


THERE ARE PROBABLY 20 or 30 
other potential death-traps within 20 
miles of the corner where the girls were 
killed. One of them likely is Willow 
Road, along Hersey High School, where 
the county has control. 


The highway departments, both state 
and county, should correct these hazards 
before they reach a crisis state. They 
don’t because they haven’t the money to 
do more than put a finger in the dike. 


And if Ogilvie succeeds in being elect­ 
ed governor, one of his first thoughts 
should be to revise his attitude about the 
way that highway money is being spent. 


The statement he released on Thurs­ 
day charged that only 30 cents of each 
dollar spent for gasoline taxes actually 
goes to construct and maintain state 
roads. A good deal of the rest is not was­ 
tage. It goes into the engineering plan­ 
ning. You can call this administrative 
costs or overhead but it is an essential 
part of having good highways built. 


Ogilvie also should review the pledges 
his party has made to divert more road 
money to downstate. Not enough high­ 
way money is being spent in the subur­ 
ban areas now. They are the areas of 
greatest growth in Illinois at present 
and, as Wednesday’s tragedy brought 
home, it is here where greater emphasis 
on 
highway expenditures 
should be 
made. 


Take on These—ISot Each Other 


Noise conscious suburbanites got bad 
news from an unexpected source when 
the Open Lands Project came out in op­ 
position to the development of a major 
airport on the bottom of Lake Michigan. 
The lake airport is under consideration 
for a variety of reasons: extreme diffi­ 
culty of acquiring a huge new land tract 
for a major new Chicago airport, loca­ 
tion near the Loop, reduction of sound 
over residential areas. 
The Open Lands Project, in announc­ 
ing its opposition to a saucer-like airport 
basin in the lake, said the need for a 
new. airport would “be better met by de­ 
velopment of a land site south or south­ 
west of Chicago.” 
In an analysis called “Will a Lake 
Airport Best Serve the Chicago Area?” 
the project concluded that the more cos­ 
tly the time consuming construction of 
an airport in the lake is not justified by 
population growth trends in the regional 
market it would serve. 
The private civic organization 
also 
warned that a lake airport in the loca­ 
tion presently proposed would suffer 
from a series of operational handicaps 
throughout its lifetime and would “inflict 
serious noise hazards in densely popu­ 
lated and traditionally residential areas 
of the city.” 
The 56-page Project analysis now is 
being distributed to government officials 
and business, civic and community orga­ 
nizations throughout the city and to offi­ 
cials of major airlines which serve Chi­ 
cago. 
In a foreword to the analysis, Jeffrey 
R. Short Jr., project president, said that 


development of a commercial airport in 
Lake Michigan “would deface Chicago’s 
only unique area of natural beauty and 
thereby prove to be a greater social and 
economic loss to the city than the con­ 
venience of any single commercial facil­ 
ity could counteract.” 
The analysis called the issue “a clear 
choice between residential and com­ 
mercial values.” 
Based on present ground traffic at 
O’Hare Airport and anticipated growth 
of both air passenger and air cargo oper­ 
ations in the future the Project con­ 
cluded that “no single roadway of any 
width could guarantee sufficient access 
to an airport in the lake” and that addi­ 
tional roadways would increasingly mar 
the visual beauty of the lake, further in­ 
trude upon recreational boating activi­ 
ties and raise the risk of water pollution 
by impeding lake currents. 
The project predicted that a lake air­ 
port would require widespread com­ 
mercial development on additional land 
sites created in the lake, on broadened 
access roadways to the airport or along 
the shoreline. 
In a final section called “Civic Beau­ 
ty” the project states: 
“We are threatened by loss of a great 
part of the lake’s natural value through 
wanton pollution of its water. Yet, in 
proposing to construct an airport in Lake 
Michigan, for reasons which may seem 
to be pressing, we may be acting even 
more outrageously to forfeit the only 
area of natural beauty which sets Chi­ 
cago apart from scores of other massive­ 
ly urbanized areas.”

Bosco Could Lose Station 
Table-Hopping Pays 
If Standard Oil Wins Suit \$500 in Parade Race 


FRI., OCT, 4, 1968

Six people lined up opposite 
Lou Bosco Tuesday 
morning. 
Among the six was the Stan­ 
dard Oil Co. district sales man­ 
ager, who informed Bosco that 
a new company representative 
was present to take command 
of 
the 
Standard 
station 
at 
Northwest Highway and Arling­ 
ton Heights Road. 
PROUDLY 
WEARING 
his 
Standard uniform, Bosco said 
he chose to remain at the sta­ 
tion, which he has managed for 
the past five years. 
He referred oil company offi­ 
cials to his attorney for any fur­ 
ther comment. The six drove 


away. 
Standard Oil informed Bosco 
in July that his lease, which ter­ 
minated Monday, would not be 
renewed this year because the 
appearance of the station is un­ 
satisfactory. 
Bosco said he received an 80 
per cent rating on his last com­ 
pany inspection in April. 
The dealer said a 78 per cent 
or higher rating usually pro­ 
duced a special certificate from 
the company, rather than a ter­ 
mination notice. 
EUGENE GRIFFIN, attorney 
for the dealer, said Standard 
fluctuated during the summer 
and told Bosco he might remain 


at the station for the next year. 
Last week the company gave a 
final “no” and set Tuesday as 
the date for Bosco’s departure. 
Robert Mitchell, attorney for 
Standard, said 
the 
company 
filed suit Tuesday against Bosco 
in the Circuit Court of Cook 
County. Griffin noted that suits 
of this nature are heard quickly 
and that a decision should be 
expected within the next few 
weeks. He said that if the court 
rules in favor of Bosco, he will 
be able to remain for another 
year. 
Griffin’s defense will be that 
the company did not give prop­ 
er 60-day notice. 
BOSCO, WHO said 
he has 
doubled Standard’s income from 
the station in the past five 
years, added that he has letters 
from many community busi­ 
nesses attesting to the contribu- 
ion he is making to the village. 
He said the chamber of com­ 
merce, Persin and Robbin Jew­ 
elers and Mullins Realty are 
among those who have written 
him supporting letters. 
B i l l North, 
an Arlington 
Heights resident at the station 
l a s t week, told the Herald that 
he always brought his cars to 
Bosco for servicing and gasoline 
and that he thinks the station is 


in excellent hands. 
Griffin suggested that a prob­ 
able motive for the oil com­ 
pany’s action was displeasure 
over Bosco’s privately owned 
M o b i l station in Arlington 
Heights, which he purchased in 
May. Bosco has a manager for 
this station and devotes his time 
to the Standard facility, where 
| he stocks Standard supplies. 
THE OIL COMPANY will not 
give an official reason at this 
I time for its termination action. 
I Mitchell said this is not re­ 
quired in the legal papers he 
filed Tuesday. 
Mike Schueler, district man­ 
ager for Standard, told the Her­ 
ald, “Standard Oil considered 
their dealers one big family and 
the company did not want to 
talk about trouble within that 
family.” He said he would not 
discuss the reasons for termina­ 
tion of the lease. 
Bosco termed the company 
action very unfair since he has 
c o m p l i e d w i t h company 
requests in the past. He kept 
the station open 24 hours a day 
even though he lost money oper­ 
ating that way. He said he also 
incurred a $10,000 loss when the 
company remodeled his station 
and he had to operate from a 
trailer.

John 0. McCabe, president o 
the Northwest Suburban Board 
of Realtors, today urged citi­ 
zens of the northwest suburbs to 
focus more attention on the 
vocational programs of local 
schools as one means of helping 
solve a growing national prob­ 
lem. 
Timing his remarks to coin­ 


cide with the opening of the new 
school term, McCabe explained 
that creation in America of a 
more 
enlightened 
educational 
climate is part of the Make 
America Better Program of the 
National Assn. of Real Estate 
Boards. 


“Under our present education­ 
al system,” McCabe said, “too

often overemphasis is exerted 
to influence all youngsters to 
b e c o m e 
college graduates. 
While this goal should not be 
withheld from 
any who are 
qualified, many educators also 
take issue with the stress dem­ 
onstrated. 


“SOME CHILDREN are not 
equipped to pursue a college ca­ 
reer,” he explained. “Others 
dislike the academic routine so 
intensely that they refuse to co­ 
operate. Yet, they may have a 
strong instinct to work with 
their hands, to learn a trade.” 
The net result is that we have 
hundreds of thousands of drop­ 
outs. These dropouts, many of 
whom have tremendous drive 
and genuine abilities, often turn 
their energies into vandalism or 
criminal activities, McCabe ex­ 
plained. 
“The direct loss to society is 
staggering,” he said. “But the 
greater loss, beyond estimation, 
is the failure to use the tre­ 
mendous energy and potential 
of a large segment of our popu­ 
lation.” 
The Realtors’ Make America 
Better Program suggests that 
our schools make positive ef­ 
forts to channel the energies of 
these young people productive­ 
ly, McCabe said. One method is 
to make available exploratory 
courses in technical training at 


early ages. These courses would 
determine 
if 
the 
youngster 
might be served better in voca­ 
tional training than by a college 
preparatory curriculum. 
“IF VOCATIONAL training or 
exploratory 
courses 
are 
not 
available until the youth reach­ 
es high school, it is often too 
late,” 
McCabe 
pointed 
out. 
“The child should be given an 
opportunity 
to 
find 
himself 
when he is IO or 12 years old. If 
the academic route is most suit­ 
able, then he should be encour­ 
aged to continue his education 
through college.” 
The board of Realtors presi­ 
dent cited a triple benefit to be 
derived by helping some young 
people at an early age 
into 
vocational avenues. It would re­ 
duce juvenile delinquency, it 
would add to a much needed 
skilled labor pool, and it would 
create within the individual a 
spirit of dignity and self-con­ 
fidence. 
What happens when a dis­ 
couraged child of 14, say, drops 
out of school and has no skill to 
offer in the job market? He is 
easy prey to the dope peddler, 
and to the cynical older persons 
who lure him into a life of juve­ 
nile delinquency and crime, Mr. 
McCabe said. Just-released na­ 
tional crime figures show that 
juvenile crime in the past seven 
years has risen 68.5 per cent as 
compared with one per cent for 
those 18 years and older. Many 
of the criminal repeaters are as 
young as ll years of age. 
Educators, 
especially 
those 
concerned with the elementary 
level, share in the responsibility 
for present conditions, McCabe 
said. Many simply have gone

“Construction in the Chicago 
Metropolitan Area is continuing 
to boom as the demand for 
housing increases,” said Bide 
M. Ransom, president of Bell 
Savings and Loan Assn. “Per­ 
mits for new housing units is­ 
sued in the Chicago Metropoli­ 
tan Area during the first eight 
months of 1968 are at the high­ 
est level since 1955, the best 
housing year for this area in the 
entire postwar period.” 
“Total housing units are 22 
per cent ahead of last year and 
only slightly below the 1955 
housing volume,” noted 
Ran­ 
som. Permits issued for the 
first eight months of 1968 total 
36,209, compared with 29,621 in 
1967 and 36,738 in 1955. 
Although the volume of hous­ 
ing in 1968 is comparable to 
1955, the total housing picture 
has undergone a tremendous 
change. In 1955, eight single 
family home permits were is­ 
sued for every one apartment 
unit, 
while today 
apartment 
units represent more than half 
of all housing units for which 
permits are issued. Apartments 
are now at the highest level 
ever reported in the postwar pe­ 
riod, and are continuing to rise 
at a dramatic rate. During the 
first eight months of 1968, per­ 
mits were issued for 20,101

The lake containing 
them is a homesite development 
of 2,350 acres which includes a 
man made, spring fed lake 
miles long and up to 42 feet 
deep. 


“The beach club concept is a 
s i m p l e one,’’ said Harvey 
Branigar, Jr., presidnet of the 
firm, “But it hadn’t been really 
tested on such a large devel­ 
opment.

tion homesites with as few as 
twelve families, which has been 
the usual size. But other clubs 
along Lake Redstone accom­ 
modate up to approximately a 
hundred families. These are the 
“panoramic’’ type clubs, some 
with sand beaches as long as 1,- 
200 feet,’’ Branigar said. 
In all Lake Redstone beach 
clubs, the developer provides 
barbeque pits, picnic tables, 
boat docks, and an enclosure of 
split rail fence, at no cost to the 
homesite owners. 
Branigar said, “In evaluating 
our beach club project, 
we 
checked many families belong­ 
ing to various size clubs for 
their reactions, plus our own 
records to see how well this 
concept fulfilled our sales ex­ 
pectations. 
“THE OW’NERS were over­ 
whelmingly enthusiastic about 
the idea of their own lakeshore 
‘property’ for swimming, water 
skiing and fishing, and many 
expressed an appreciation for 
the club idea which brought 
them into a friendly community 
of homesite owners. 
“Our sales records showed 
that many more off shore lots 
were sold ahead of schedule, 
since the lake was opened three 
years ago. This is presumably 
because of the beach club con­ 
cept. Right now we have ap­ 
proximately only 45 of the origi­ 
nal 1,700 lots left. And thanks to

There is no activity in life without its dangers. Every person 
runs a calculated risk (of injury or death) every day of his life — 
getting out of bed, taking a shower, walking across a street, 
getting into a car. 


Teen-age drivers last year accounted for 10,300 fatal acci­ 
dents. 


Approximately 1,000 teen-agers drowned last year while 
swimming or boating. 


Yet less than 25 were killed in football games at any level

Jim McGraw has been compared with the best backs in this 
area’s long football history. And he compares very well. Ralph 
Losee, the head coach at Conant, calls McGraw, “The best back

the first two games or in prac­ 
tice, according to Elmore.

Details of the Chicago Motor 
Club’s proposed major new 800- 
mile state highway 
program, 
were outlined Wednesday. 


Matthew C. Sielski, vice presi­ 
dent for safety and traffic engi­ 
neering for the Chicago Motor 
Club, narrated a slide presenta­ 
tion which outlined the motor 
club’s proposals for creation 
and 
financing 
of an 
Illinois 
Emergency Highway Authority 
to meet the current Illinois 
highway crisis. 


The motor club proposal, if 
approved by the next session of 
the Illinois General Assembly, 
would pave the way for early 
construction of 832 miles of lim­ 
ited access highways in Illinois 
through 
creation of an Illinois 
Emergency Highway Authority, 
authorized to construct specified 
h i g h w a y s 
(including 
one 
directly affecting the Fox River 
Valley area) and to obtain fi­ 
nancing through a 30-year, $1.2- 
billion revenue bond issue. 


PROCEEDS OF a new gaso­ 
line tax of 1-cent-per-gallon and 
a diesel fuel tax of 2 cents per j 
gallon would be available to pay 1 
the bonds. 


Sielski emphasized that the 
motor club proposal was not de­ 
signed to solve all of Illinois’ 
pressing highway needs. 


“ It will get the state started, 
however, in the fastest way pos­ 
sible, on a realistic construction 
program which will save lives 


and improve driving conditions 
throughout Illinois.” 


The motor club vice president 
pointed out tnat Illinois’ current 
highway needs are too critical 
to permit the state to wait for 
construction of badly needed 
new roads on a pay-as-you-go 
basis. 
IMPORTANT NEW highways 
to supplement the 
interstate 
system must be built soon,” he 
said, “ and they must be fi­ 
nanced by a sound borrowing 


program.” 
Sielski warned that failure to 
implement a major highway 
construction 
program 
imme­ 
diately “ will not only add to our 
already high traffic and acci­ 
dent rate, but will pave the way 
for a statewide toll road net­ 
work.” 


The 
motor 
club 
program, 
which will be presented to the 
1969 Illinois General Assembly 
as a package of legislative pro­ 
posals, calls for construction of 
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an additional 732 miles of high­ 
way in downstate Illinois, 
IOO 
miles in the Chicago metropoli­ 
tan area, and the upgrading of 
many major Chicago streets 
into “ semi-expressway” status. 
New highways proposed by 
the motor club includes one 
which directly affects the fox 
River Valley area. 


This proposal calls for con­ 
struction of an additional cir­ 
cumferential route in the vicin­ 
ity of Rt. 53 to bypass Chicago. 
This route would be built in the 
corridor of Rt. 53 and would ex­ 
tend in a southerly direction 
from Rt. 1-90 near Itasca to Rt. 
1-55, a distance of approximate­ 
ly 20 miles.

Doctor in the Kitchen 
Nutrition Is 
For Athletes, Too

Some athletic coaches — per­ 
haps the vast 
majority 
— 
won't like my saying it. But 
the truth is, there’s a lot of 
food faddism practiced by ath­ 
letic coaches in this country. 


Trick ideas, old wives’ myths 
and other nutritional nonsense 
are hoked up each year, espe­ 
cially for the football and bas­ 
ketball seasons. A great deal 
of this happens at the high 
school level. But don’t excuse 
the college and professional 
sports coaches either. 
As a physician, I find it up­ 
setting — and particularly so 
when these kinds of ideas are 
also supported by some team 
doctors who obviously are shy 
in their knowledge of the scien­ 
tific facts of nutrition. To be 
specific: 
THERE SIMPLY are no mir­ 
acle foods, or food components, 
or mixtures of special foods 
that are going to improve an 
a t h l e t e ’ s performance. He 
needs the same foods that are 
recommended for everybody 
else. If he follows the four food 
groups — milk, meat, fruits 
and vegetables, enriched or 
whole wheat breads and ce­ 
reals — he’ll be fine. But he 
needs 
them, 
of course, 
in 
greater quantities because he 
is using up greater amounts of 
energy at the same time that 
he is in a period of physical 
growth that is critical.

germ, tiger’s milk, — all this 
sort of thing that some coaches 
encourage — may have some 
kind of psychological advan­ 
tage for a boy.

Some coaches answer that 
they want to reward and treat 
their players special on game 
days. Fine, but reward him af­ 
ter the game. Don’t disthrb his 
metabolic patterns before the 
game. There is more to say on 
this which I’ll continue in my 
next column.

Repairman Behlke gave ex­ 
amples of today’s manufac­ 
ture. It used to be nine years 
before an automatic washer re­ 
quired 
service. 
Now 
some 
brands require three or four 
calls a year. Some brands of 
toasters can’t be repaired at 
all because they are riveted to­ 
gether. 


‘‘We have to buy a whole 
unit instead of one part to fix 
some small appliances. It just 
doesn’t pay to repair most 
small appliances. 
Often it’s 
cheaper to buy a new one,” 
Behlke said. 


WASHERS. DRYERS, dish­ 
washers, 
garbage 
disposals 
lead the list of 
appliances 
which require most frequent 
service calls. An official 
of 
Kelvinator 
estimated 
that 
Americans will be paying 32 
billion dollars a year for ser­ 
vice on all products by 1975. 


Who knows the reason appli­ 
ances are going to the repair- 
m a n ? 
Poor craftsmanship, 
lack of quality control, poor in­ 
spection, 
poor 
engineering, 
workers who don’t care or con­ 
sumer misuse. Don Sode, an 
Arlington Heights repairman, 
believes the manufacturer and 
the customer probably share 
the guilt, although it varies 
with the situation. 


A SERVICEMAN AT Land- 
wehr Appliance felt the situ­ 
ation today is not the fault of 
manufacturers. ‘‘Twenty years 
ago what did you ask a stove 
to do — cook and bake! Right? 
Now ifs expected to cook at a 
constant temperature, time it­ 
self, keep food warm and pala­ 
table, rotisserie, broil, perform 
miracles for young brides and 
clean itself.” 


“Accessories are not eco­ 
nomical,” he continued. “The 
cost of a commercial washer, 
larger and far more durable 
than a home washer, is com­ 
parable in price because there 
are less of the ‘jukebox’ effects 
felt desirable for the home 
market. The more gadgetry an 
appliance has, the more ser­ 
vice problems it will present.” 


“REPLACEMENTS FOR ail­ 
ing parts are increasingly in­ 
accessible,” 
he 
reported. 
Sometimes products are made 


useless because a broken part 
is no longer available. 


One repairman pointed to a 
pile of floor polishers and vac­ 
uum cleaners in a corner of his 
b a c k r o o m and remarked, 
“Four months of waiting for 
parts 
on 
back 
order,” 
he 
moaned. “Then the customer 
blames us.” 


Maytag boasts it can replace 
any part on any washer it has 
made in the past 33 years, and 
Ron Hoffman dug out a stock 
part off a coffeemaker Sun­ 
beam made 23 years -lgo. 


Behlke 
believes 
manufac­ 
turers do try to provide infor­ 
mation that would facilitate re­ 
pairs. 


“Some conduct schools at 
their own expense,” he said. 


ALEX GEORGAS, who is in 
charge of the diversified oc­ 
cupational program at Fenton 
High School in Bensenville, be 
lieves it would be beneficial to 
the appliance industry if high 
school students could be put 
into a job training situation 
where they might learn and 
p r o l i f e r a t e the trade. He 
agreed 
there 
are 
probably 
many young men who would 
be happier fixing things than 
selling them. 


Fenton has introduced 
an 
electricity course which touch­ 
es briefly on the problems of 
a p p l i a n c e repair, but Mr 
Georgas noted that complexity 
of products today makes it dif­ 
ficult to teach “fix-it*’ courses 
in detail to make it worthwhile 
for the future home handyman. 


“THERE ARE just too many 
products, too many parts, and 
servicing is specialized,” 
he 
said. 


A TV repairman explained 
that before he can go out on 
the first call for color TV ser­ 
vicing, 
his 
truck 
must 
be 
equipped to the tune oJ $3,000. 


Service is a pesky word, and 
the parade of broken 
TV’s, 
lamps, lawnmowers, washers, 
w a f f l e irons, refrigerators, 
electric knives, blenders and 
ovens goes on. 


As one repairman put it, 
“We get headaches even Ex- 
cedrin won’t help! If there is 
such a thing as reincarnation, 
I hope I don’t come back as a 
repairman!”

Be Sure Your Home Is Adequately Insured 


If your house is seriously 
damaged by fire, chances are 
you will be paying a large part 
of the loss out of your own 
pocket — even if you carry in­ 
surance. 
The trouble will not be with 
an insurance company that re­ 
fuses to pay off. It will be your 
fault for not carrying enough 
insurance to repair or replace 
your home at today’s prices. 
. You’re not alone. Most home­ 
owners make the same mis­ 
take. 
According to a recent survey 
by Firem an’s Fund American 
Insurance 
Companies, 
only 
about four homes out of ten 
that suffer losses have enough 
insurance to cover even one- 
half the current replacement 
v# 'ue. 
‘The study of claims files 


showed one home appraised at 
$23,000 was insured for only 
$6,000. Another valued at $28,- 
000 was insured for $5,000. 
Only a handful were covered 
for their full worth. 
THE POINT IS: 
If you have not followed the 
advice of your agent and in­ 
creased the amount of insur­ 
ance on your home in the last 
three years, you are probably 
c o u r t i n g financial disaster. 
Construction, labor and mate­ 
rials costs, which help set the 
replacement 
value 
of 
your 
house, have been rising stead­ 
ily in recent years and at a 
faster pace than most other 
economic indicators. 
On 
the 
average, 
building 
costs for frame dwellings have 
jumped 17 per cent since 1965. 
Thus, a house that cost $20,000 


to build in 1965 would cost $23,- 
400 to replace today. 
If such a house had been in­ 
sured fully in 1965 but there 
had been no increase since, the 
owner would have to put up 
$3,400 of his own money to re­ 
place his home if totally de­ 
stroyed today. In some areas 
the pinch would be even great­ 
er. 
SO IT’S A good idea to have 
your home insurance brought 
“up to value” periodically, at 
least every three years. 
It is especially important 
that you cover your home for 
at least 80 per cent of its re­ 
placement cost. Most insur­ 
ance policies will pay losses on 
a replacement basis without 
considering depreciation if the 
coverage amounts to 80 per 
cent of replacement cost. Oth­ 


erwise a depreciation factor is 
considered and the owner is re­ 
quired to share in the loss. 
If, like most homeowners, 
you have a mortgage, insure 
your home for the full replace­ 
ment value. If your house is 
totally destroyed, the mort­ 
gagee must be paid first and in 
full. Without adequate protec­ 
tion you could lose a great part 
—if not all — of your equity. 
Also, buying insurance for 
IOO per cent of replacement 
value 
is 
an 
added 
hedge 
against inflation. 
THE MAN TO see about 
keeping your insurance in line 
with rising values, of course, is 
your insurance agent. He can 
provide an estimate of your 
home’s replacement value or 
r^?ommend 
a 
qualified 
ap­ 
praiser. 


If you want to make your 
own rough estimate, Firem an’s 
Fund American recommends 
the following formula: 
Take the original cost of 
your home when built, ex­ 
cluding the cost of land. 
Increase this figure to reflect 
the general upward trend in 
home values. As a 
rule of 
thumb, you can use the 15-year 
national average increase of 
three per cent PER YEAR. 
Add any remodeling and re­ 
decorating costs, such as addi­ 
tions to the house, modernizing 
the kitchen, new heating and 
air conditioning and repaint­ 
ing. 
Add also the cost of major 
repairs (new roof, plumbing, 
wiring, etc.).

shock. If it exceeds the amount 


of insurance you carry on your 
home, you are probably under­ 
insured. See your insurance 
agent before disaster strikes. 
While you’re at it, chack the 
insurance on furniture and oth­ 
er personal belongings. If you 
have a homeowners 
policy, 
these possessions are covered 
usually up to 40 per cent of the 
amount of insurance carried on 
the house. 
A 
homeowners 
policy 
for 
$20,000 on the house would 
automatically 
include 
$8,000 
coverage on personal property. 
If the 40 per cent is not ade- 
q u a t e , make arrangements 
with your agent for extra cov­ 
erage. 
Also be sure to check on jew­ 
elry, antiques, furs and other 
items cf unusual value. They 
may not be covered for their 


full worth under the home­ 
owners protection. 
A WRITTEN inventory of 
personal property is helpful in 
determining how much insur­ 
ance you need. It also comes 
in handy in helping you re­ 
member what items were lost 
after a fire or burglary. 
Your inventory should 
in­ 
clude the item, when it was 
purchased and its original cost. 
Keep the written record in a 
safe place, preferably in a safe 
deposit box.

RESEARCH INTO

You must worry, as I do, 
about these kids. If, by the 
grace of God and the mutual 
agreement of intelligent men 
everywhere, our “system” sur­ 
vives the nuclear threat . . .

CONSUMER MISUSE also 
accounts for a share of product 
complaints, insists Hoffman. 
“We had a case of a woman 
who brought her vacuum clea­ 
ner to us for servicing twice in 
two weeks, saying we didn’t fix 
it properly. We noticed the out­ 
side was rusty and when she 
was questioned, the woman 
volunteered that she had been 
using the vacuum to facilitate 
defrosting her refrigerator.” 
But no reputable manufac­ 
turer wants service problems. 
H o f f m a n 
diplomatically 
stated, “We don’t care if the 
product is one day old or 2Q 
years old, when the customer 
hits that entrance door he is 
unhappy, 
his appliance 
has 
failed, and he’s already been 
inconvenienced, we want to 
service his product quickly and 
efficiently.” 


“YOU KNOW WHY it is - 
they don’t make appliances as 
durable as they used to,” com­ 
mented Bill Behlke, owner of 
Behlke Appliance Service 
in 


One day, following a family 
crisis, 4-year-old Bobby devel­ 
oped the peculiar habit 
of 
blinking his eyes and squint­ 
ing. This nervous mannerism 
— referred to as a tic — en­ 
abled him to see, yet not to see 
his father’s scarred face. But 
the blinking didn’t stop there. 
It continued as an automatic 
and unconscious habit which 
soon interferred with his vi­ 
sion. 
Tics — whether they take the 
form of blinking, lip pucker­ 
ing, twitching or sniffling — 
should never be taken as a 
simple meaningless habit, ad­ 
vises the Illinois State Medical 
Society. They may indicate a 
serious emotional problem. 
Most tics are caused by anx­ 


iety — anxiety over a conflict 
between what a child wants to 
do 
and 
what 
he 
feels 
he 
shouldn’t do. Often his conflict 
involves a desire to avoid a 
frightening * or 
painful 
ex­ 
perience, as in the case of 
4-year-old Bobby. But usually 
tics are caused by much lesser 
anxieties, such as fear of dis­ 
pleasing a parent or failing a 
test in school. 
RELEASING anxiety in the 
form of a tic is a child’s way 
of releasing tensions he has 
built up in his mind, thus 
eliminating some of his mental 
suffering. If the tic is allowed 
to continue, however, it may 
i n c r e a s e his nervousness, 
strain his muscles and inter­ 
fere with his vision, breathing 


a n d 
general 
health. Many 
children push 
conflicts 
into 
their subconscious and are not 
aware of it; they’re just as 
puzzled by their nervous man­ 
nerism as their parents. And, 
if efforts are made to elimi­ 
nate 
the 
tic 
without 
dis­ 
covering the conflict, a whole 
new series of nervous manner­ 
isms might appear to replace 
it. That’s why it is so impor­ 
tant to seek medical assistance 
at the first sign of a tic. 
So, if your child has devel­ 
oped a nervous mannerism, let 
a physician examine him and 
analyze the problem. Once the 
doctor uncovers your child’s 
anxiety, be can help him over­ 
come his conflict and eliminate 
the nervous tic permanently.
